With each questionnaire and explanatory letter, a post card was included 
on which the respondent could check the statement “Our school makes provisions 


for the gifted only within the regular program," in lieu of returning the 
questionnaire, 


Summary of Data from the High School Form. By the middle of January when 
the final tabulation of questionnaires was made, about 58% of the 656 high 


schools outside Chicago had responded. As shown in Table 1, the majority of 
these responses consisted of the post card with the statement "Our school makes 
provision for gifted only within the regular program" checked.

The numbered summary statements below are based on the 147 completed 
questionnaires. 


1. Over 50% of the schools reported curriculum adaptations in En; lish, 
Mathematics, and Science. Approximately 20% reported adaptations in l}oreign 
‘Language and Social Studies, Without exception, there was a higher prccentage 
of adaptations in the larger schools in each subject area. 


2. Grouping in special classes: was reported in 51% of the schools in Enroll- 
ment Category 2 (100-399), in 72% of the schools in Enrollment Cate;sory 3 (400- 
999), and in 100% of the schools in Enrollment Category 4 (1000 and over). 
Acceleration in individual subjects was reported in 247% of Category 2, 61% of 
Category 3, and 71% of Category 4. Grade skipping was reported in 2.7% of the 
147 schools, 


3. All methods of identifying gifted pupils were reported as used in higher 
proportion in the larger schools. Group intelligence tests, for example, were 
reported as used in 56% in Category 1, 63% in Category 2, 81% in Category 3, 
and 100% in Category 4. Use of individual intelligence tests was reported in 
29% of the schools, 


4. Sixty-nine percent of the high schools reported that time devoted to 
special programs ia part of the regular school day. Percentages varied from 
22% in Category 1 to 97.7% in Category 4. 


5. In most cases in all enrollment categories, the person directly responsi- 
ble for special provisions was reported as the Superintendent or the Principal. 
Director of Guidance was named in 6% in Category 2, 21% in Category 3, and 11% 
in Category 4, 
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
